Food Administration 

The Government has set a price 
on wool as follows: The same 
price Iwill be paid for the 19 18 
clip that was paid for igiy during 
the month of July (1917). But the 
Government requests that j^the 
producer will hoM his wool 
for thirty daya before pattiag it 
on the market. This will not 
mean any change in price, but 
will give time for market prob- 
lems to he worlMd oak 

The wholesaler will sell binder 
twine at not more than 23 cents 
per pound and the retailer will 
not add more than 3 onts per 
pound (and his freight) to tkia 
price. 

Merchants can sell 25 pounds 
of sugar to an individual at one 
■ala by hai^g the parchsaer dgn 
a certificate thst the sugar is to 
be used to put up fruit, but these 
certificates must be in regular 
form and can be aceared from the 
Sigaalofllee— if whokwalora have 
not sent them to the retailer. 

The Food Administratio nis ap- 
pealing to all patriotic citizens 
who are floaadally able to seenre 
sufficient substitutes to refraia 
from the use of all wheat pro- 
duct until the flour from the 
growing crop comes in, and they 
nave ruled, that aoae staaD use 
more than six pounds of fiout p>er 
month to the individual in the 
family.
